The President's message followed 
Acting Secretary of State Welles’ 
pledge of "m aterial assistance” to 
Yugoslavia—-or any nation—wnich 
defends itself against aggression.

assets 
in 
this country if the nation m aintains 
its independence and does not bow 
to German demands. 
Yugoslavia’s 
repudiation—in ef­ 
fect—of the Axis alliance, it was 
declared in informed quarters, may 
indicate the Nazis have reached 
the end of their conquests by “fifth 
column” intrigue and diplomacy.

There is the position of strikers to be considered 
in the labor disputes now undermining national con­ 
fide nee in ability to develop maximum production 
for defiense. 
There is the position of other workers 
who are not strikers, a’so to be considered, though 


it rarely Is. 
Then there is the position of management, getting 
more consideration now than it has been accustomed 
to get the last few years. 
It Is m anagement’s first 
responsibility to produce, bending all means to that 
purpose, Circumventing difficulties, meeting problems 
as they arise. 
There is, further, the position oi the government, 
committed to a foreign policy that calls for all the 
country’s productive resources. 
The government has 
abandoned its previous po.icy of encouraging organ­ 
ized labor to act on the 
assumption 
W ashington 
stands behind it in every dispute with management. 
What W ashington wants now Is not labor unrest but 
labor production. Some labor leaders now choose to 
punish the government for nutting production first. 
Still further, there is the great body of American 
public opinion that is neither management nor or­ 
ganized labor, nor government, but the people whose 
lives are bound up closely with the affairs of these 
minority groups. 
In the long run 
it is the public 
that must be considered most, because in a govern­ 
ment built on majority rule each minority’s survival 
depends ultimately on the tolerance of the mass. 
Between organized 
labor 
and management 
in 
stoppage^ of defense production stands government, 
and behind government stands the general pubic. 
The public is dimly aware that somehow both ends 
are being played against the middle; that labor and 
management, the extremes, are being pitted against 
government in the middle. 
And it is tearful of the 
consequences, because government has shown itself 
only too eager to take advantage of opportunities to 
tighten its control over private affairs. 
The public does not want government to take over 
pants. 
It does not want 
government 
to do what 
alarmists have warned It would do lf provided with 
an excuse—veer in the direction of fascism. 
But 
unless the excuse Is withdrawn, the consequences may 
be expected to materialize. 
Neither labor nor m an­ 
agement has anything to gain by giving bureaucrats 
an opportunity to pretend they should be placed in 
charge- of defense production.

British victory in the war. These are all possibilities 
being explored by imaginative minds and by propa­ 
ganda ministers. 
Entirely aside from propaganda, lying wholly in 
the piovince of horse sense, is a suspicion that Adolf 
Hitler and his strategists 
have 
stepped 
into the 
boiling hot water of Balkan diplomacy. 
The reputa­ 
tion of southeastern Europe for trouble-making was 
not bestowed. 
It was earned. 
It is the resu t of 
mixing hostile minorities under strong political pres­ 
sure 
When Italy's collapse under Greece’s deter­ 
mined defense made it necessary 
for 
Germany to 
start its push into thp-Balkan peninsula as a military 
necessity, the likelihood of Balkan disturbances im ­ 
mediately was multiplied IO times
